When you soo dumonds in tho cars of shop 


girls and factory girls, they aro sham gems 
bought with well earned money, or real ones 
bought with badly earned money. 


Lovo of woman, innate iu tho American, i 


not enough in itself to explain tho luxur 
that man lavishes on her in tho United 
States. America is not tho only countrj 
whore man is devoted to woman and ready to 
satisfy all her caprices. Tho Frenchman is 
as keenly alive to her influence as tho Ameri- 
can, if not more. 


Tho luxury ot tho American women must 


bo explained in another way. 


Money is easily earned in tho Uuited States, 


and is freely spent. Business savors moro of 
gambling than of commerce in tho proper 
senso of tho word. 


Jonathan, then, is iu a position much liko 


that of a man whom 1 saw give a hundred 
franc note to a beggar ouo day in tho streets 
of Monte Carlo. "If I win at trcnte-etqua- 
rante," said bo to some ono who asked him 
how bo could do such a foolish thing, "what 
aro a hundred francs to mo? I can afford to 
bo generous to a poor fellow creature out of 
it; if I lose, it is so much that the croupiers 
will not got." When Jonathan covers his 
wifo with diamonds, ho says to himself, "If 1 
win, I can indulge my wifo without incon- 
veniencing myself; if I lose, it is so much 
saved from the fray."

Tho streets, ill paved and dirty, are danger- 


ous in winter. Coochmon do not cheek their 
horses for foot passengers,

They strike 
tho middlo course between tho London coach- 
man, n ho avoids them, air! t'lo Parisian one, 
who aims at them. 


The populous quarters, such ns tho Chincso

Now York Is probably tho most cosmopoli- 


tan city in tho world.

I received one day a circular of a meetiu" 


of tho "Knights of Labor." It was printed 
in six different languages. 


Nothing is moro diverting than to hear tho 


dwellers of each great American town criti- 
cise tho dwellers in tho others. All these 
societies, each almost in its infancy as yet, 
uro jealous ouo of another. At Boston, for 
instance, you will be tolj that the Chicago 
peoplo are all pig stickers and pork packers. 
In Chicago, you will hear that Boston is com- 
posed of nothing but prigs and "preciouses 
ridicules." 


Tho English spoken in Boston is purer than 


any to be heard elsewhere in tho north. Tho 
voices are less harsh and nasal, tho language 
ceases to bo "vurry, vurry Amurracan." If 
you think yourself ui England as you walk 
along tho streets, tho illusion becomes com- 
plete when you hear the well bred peoplo 
sp>';i!w. 


All tho anecdotes told in America on the 


^'ibjoct of Boston are satires upon tho pre- 
sumptuous character of tho Bostonian, who 
considers Boston the center of the universe, 


Here to one out of tho many hundreds I 


Ijavo heard. 


A Boston man has Ic.it his wifo. As soon 


as telephonic communication is established 
between that city and Paradise, ho r jigs and 
cries: 


"Hello 1" 
"Hellol" from tho other end. 
"Is that you, Artemisia!" 
"Yes, dear."

extremely handsome. Picture to yourself the 
avcnuoof tho Dols do Boulogne, prolonged 
for seven miles in a straight line, and imagine 
tho effect, tho beautiful vista, when this is lit 
up at night, or when tho trees, with which 
both these grand roads aro planted, aro in all 
their fresh spring beauty. 


In these avenues, American eccentricity 


has been allowed freo play. Tho houses are 
built in all imaginable styles of architecture: 
somo of them aro Florentine, somo English, 
others Moorish, others a mixture of all three- 
others again look liko Greek temples, whilst 
here and there you como across what looks 
iiko a little Gothic church, and closo'along- 
r,ido mediaeval castles in miniature, or imita- 
tion mosques; somo havo tho look of villas In 
the Paris suburbs, somo havo been modeled 
npon Swiss chalets, others upon tho resilience 
of some pasha on tho borders of tho Bos- 
phorus.

packer, is said to havo remarked that n good 
memory is necessary to one who wishes to 
succeed.

Ho is as wonderful iu his lino as Cardinal 


Mezzofanti was in his. Ho is said to carry 
the smallest detail of his immense business in 
uia head. Ho can remember tho duto as well 
as of small business transactions. He knows 
tho names of pretty nearly all of his army of 
employes. After the building of tho addi- 
tion to his great establishment in Chicago he 
astonished a circle of friends by rattling off 
hand tho number of bricks, car loads of sand, 
feet of timber, etc. , that were used in the 
construction. 
Armour's gift is a natural 


ono. Ho has never cultivated it, but tho de- 
mands of his business havo unquestionably 
kept his powers of memory in active training. 


"Old Hutch," as the imperturbable Chicago 


wheat manipulator is called, is another man 
gifted with an extraordinary memory. He 
needs no books to carry his transactions in, 
although, of course, ho uses them. With 
liim, too, rctentiveness is a natural gift. He 
remembers everything that ho wants to re- 
mcmbcr, but says frankly ho doesn't know 
how ho does it. Ho also possesses the gift of 
not remembering things ho docs not wish to 
remember. But then that gift is not rare. 


Tho professional memory men say that 


among public men and speakers for good all 
around retentiveness James G. Elaine leads 
all tho rest, for he con not only remember 
dates, figures and authorities when debating, 
but in addition ho has a faculty for remem- 
bering names nnd faces that is little short of 
tho marvelous, and many ore the stories told 
of his exploits in this lino. 


In tho domain of figures Samuel J. Eon- 


doll, when well, stood almost pre-eminent. 
His long service on those committees in con- 
gress that controlled the finances of the nation 
gave him an immense knowledge of such mat* 
tors, which ho retained without an effort. It 
was no uncommon thing for him to make 
long speeches without using notes. Ho jug- 
gled figures running at ono tune into millions 
of dollars and then into fractions of a cent 
without tripping as most men, however able, 
would have done. It was the samo faculty 
that made Gladstone so successful a chancel- 
lor of tho English exchequer. 


Eoscoo Conkling was a man of wonderful 


memory. 
Whether dealing in figures In 


legal argument or quoting from the early 
English poets, ho called forth, seemingly with- 
out effort and without previous thought, the 
right thing at the right time, 


Congressman Sam Cox has also a remarka- 


ble memory, especially for things literary, 
and this has stood him in good stead in de- 
bate in congress, for Ms opponents never 
know whon the genial jester is not about to 
double them up with something from Shake- 
spearo, the Koran, Burns, the Bible or some 
old hymn book. It is to his memory alone it 
u duo, and of course his wise study, that ho 
to ablo to do this in a running impromptu de- 
bate.

FIRST ACT IN TBE TBAOEDY. 


On the night of March 15,1887, Mr. Adolpb 


B. Chamberlain, a respectable citizen of 
Gotham, went over to Brooklyn to call on 
some friends. While he was sitting in tho 
smoking room of a ferry boat his attention 
was attracted to two disreputable looking 
men who sat opposite. Ono of tho men was 
scraping his feet on tho floor, which was cov- 
ered with sand. The man couldn't keep still, 
and Mr. Chamberlain's placid temperament 
was perturbed by tho noise. 


Ho wished tho man would stop and then ho 


examined tho two men more closely. 
He 


mado up his mind thnt ho would remember

M r. Chamberlain 
paid his call and 
was r e t u r n i n g 
home through a 
quiet street when 
he noticed two fig- 
ures loitering near 
a lamp post.

Just twenty minutes after that Lymau S. 


Weeks was shot through tho heart by a mur- 
derer, who made Ins escapo tinder cover of 
tho night.

Inspector Byrnes took up the caso after It 


had baffled the Brooklyn detectives. Tho fol- 
lowing brief stat^uent of tho murder, con- 
densed from n daily paper, was all that the 
inspector had to work on t 


At midnight on the night of March 15 a burglar 


entered tho houso of Lyman S. Weeks, a clerk, 
who lives at 1071 Da Kdlbavenue, Brooklyn, and 
attempted to rillo the house. lie bad hardly got 
to uork when Mr. Weeks was awakened by the 
noiso and went down btairs to tlnd out what 
caused the disturbance. 
When he got to the foot 


of tho stairs ho saw tho form of a man in the ad- 
joining room, and before Mr. Weeks could speak 
or call for assistance the burglar leveled a pistol 
at him and Bred. The ball entered Mr. Weeks' 
left breast anil penetrated the heart, causing in- 
stant death 
Tho burglar, after seeing what he 


had done-, r^n away.

STKANCIE EFFECT OF THE LAWS. 


Pr«u;tl<-al Illustration of tlin Curious Tan- 


(jlu In thi! NYw York Stuto Lawn— CUKO 
oi a M»n with Tliree I^egal Uviv«'K—One 
Woman with Two f^-fjal IIiiHluiiulH. 


Thu information may bo very surprising, if 


not even shocking, to many good jxiople who 
htivu no personal uso for tho indulgence af- 
for Jed, but it is nevertheless tbo fact that in 
thu state of New York a husband may have 
several legal wives, or a wifo may have 
ft:vcral legal husbands. In other words, the 
>V.v York laws shield polygamy and polyan- 
cb-y. Up to 1S7S a New York state marriage 
law permitted divorce, i. o., a real dissolu- 
tion of the marriage tie, that left both the 
freed parties free to remarry. 


There was a sort of nominal prohibition of 


the remarriage of the party giving cause for 
(ho divorce within flvo years, or without per- 
ini-'&ion of tho court granting tho decree, but 
that was a mere dead letter, since a second 
marriage, contracted in defiance of such pro- 
hibition, was hold perfectly legal, and tlio 
only oflenso perpetrated was contempt of 
court. 
IJut, in the year mentioned, tho 


cranks who are opposed to tho granting of 
divorces obtained thu passage by tbo legisla- 
ture of a fuw innocent seeming lines amenda- 
tory to HID codo of <•! il procedure, tho effect 
of which was littlu appreciated until tho court 
of up/vats, in IS^Il, in the caso ot Tlio Tooplo 


v.s. FalHT, '.ti N. Y., p. 1 Ifi, held that: 


"A piM'son against whom a decree of di- 


vorce has been granted by tho courts of this 
state, who during tho lifetime of the plaintiff 
marries again in this state, is guilty of big- 
amy. 
Ho is a 'person having a husband or 


vufu living,1 within tlio 2 H. S., OS7, para- 
graph 8." In other words, divorce, so for as 
New York is concerned, had boon completely 
"knocked out,1' and thu empty thing that 
now goes by that mimo is something very 
chfri'ri'iit. 
l>tirrill's Law Dictionary is fol- 


kuved by both Webster and Worcester in 
this definition of divorce: "a A legal disso- 
lution of tho marriage contract by a court or 
other body having competent authority. 
This is properly a divorce and called techni- 
cally a viuculo inatrimonii. b. Tho separa- 
tion of a married woman from the bod and 
board of her husbnivl—a mensa ct thoro 
(from bod and board) " 


Uut that which is called divorce now in 


this stato is neitht'r of those, but a unique 
semi-dissolution <,f tho marriage contract 
which leaves it in full force and binding so 
far as one of tho parties is concerned, wliilo 
tlie other ia made free aud single again. That 
•was what Faber found out when ho, fivo 
years aftor a decree of divorce had been de- 
clared against him, supposing tho old legal 
limitation oC celibacy satisfied, had the te- 
merity to marry again. His viudict'ivo for- 
mer wife profeu-cnted him for bigamy, though 
sho had long since been mai ried to another 
man, and lie served four years and n half in 
tlio stato prison for'his offense. 


But what is the offset to this? Thedivorced 


person may legally contract another niar- 
riago cutsule tho hurts of tbo stato of New 
York ami it i» valid there. More than that; 
a man who has neiilit'i been divorced nor 
had a divorce granted to him in that state, 
but has a wifo Uiuro, to whom ho has bccu 
legally mairied in that state, may go out into 
another state, marry another woman, re- 
turn with that second wifo to Now York 
state, anil, instead nf laying himself liablo to 
prosecution for bigamy by so cluing, will then 
liavu two equally Ir^al w ives anil bo just as 
much liablo I or tho inaintonaiico of ono as 
for that of t!iti other; either or both may in- 
stitute divorce proceedings against him 
for cause [fanc^ Mary isniith and Jano 
Smith asking of tho court freedom from John 
Smith on tho ground of "his infidelity to ns"] 
and if he loaves children by both wives \\licn 
he dies they will all have equal rights in hi.s 
estate. And ho may liavo a dozen legal 
v. ives just us well as two, if ho is able to sup- 
port tucm anil Ins nature is ono tli.at yearus 
for 
domestic excitement. 
Tho woman's 


rights, under the present laws, aro just tlio 
sanio as tho man's. Sho can tako just as 
many legal husbands as tho man can legal 
wivc.s. 


Of course there is a right and a wron£ way 


—or, to speak moro correctly, a f afo ami an 
unsato way—of doing this thing. The matri- 
monial enthusiast, who gathers to himself 
wives with the reckless indifl'erenee to method 
that wonM hj all right if lio u ero simply 
pieking Uj> chestnuts, will be likt-!\ to come to 
grief. He must remember that in all cases 
certain fui ms of divorce must precede his 
various marriages. Hero is a positively and 
absolutely truthful statement of the present 
fiomewhat complicated marital relations of a 
gentleman resilient in Hat 1cm (who 
is a well 


known New Yoi k merchant), the narration 
of the progress of Ins entanglements in which 
v. ill amply illustrate tho legal and safe course 
c f procedure. Anil, by tho way, bo is only 
ono of a dozen in the same neighborhood who 
hai e- Hi.iilnrly availed themselves of tho law's 
kind encouragement of polygamy, though 
nnno of the others have gone so far. 


Jlr. B 
, tho gcntl.iniaii in question, is 


financially prospei ous; has not yet passed tho 
prime of liVu; is vigorous, good looking and 
well informed, and has been married ci^lit or 
ten years, but has no children. His wii'o is 
handsome, accomplished, araiablo and boars 
an excellent character. Two years ago ho 
foil in love with a girl employed by him as a 
typewriter, a tall, magnificent, Juno like girl 
from Boston. Sho reciprocated his passion, 
but was altogether too well brought up and 
too proper to descend to a vulgar amour. 
No; sho admitted that sho loved him, but sho 
respected herself. 


"Well," ho said, "I will make you my 


wifo." 


"How can you!" sho said in surprise, "when 


you have a wife already"! 


Ho explained to hor how it would bo per- 


fectly practicable. Still sho demurred. Sho 
did not think it would bo tho proper tiling for 
him to cast off his first wifo to marry her. 


"Oh I but I won't cost her off. 
It will not 


affect her standing at all," ho explained. 
"She will still bo my wifo In Now York, by 
virtue of her nmrriago to me here, and you 
will bo equally my wife, both hero ar.,1 in 


Connecticut, by virtue of your morriago 
withine there." 


The audacity of tho scheme dozed tho girl. 


Whatever scruples sho may really have had 
were not proof against the seductive prospect 
of becoming a legal wife of a rich man whom 
sho already loved, and sho consented to marry 
him if the arrangement was practicable. 


Mr. B. went up to New Haven ono after- 


noon and hired a room, which gave him a 
constructive rttidence in Connecticut, and 
engaged a lawyer to draw a petition of 
divorce from his wife. There is a nominal 
requirement that one must be a resident of 
tho state for a year before being entitled to a 
divorce, but no attention is paid to that. He 
came back to New York tho next tnoinlng, 
having occupied his new room one night and 
paid a quarter's rent in advance at the rate 
of $3 per week. 


In duo course of tune, service of notice 


upon his wife was made by publication—an 
advertisement in a very obscure country 
paper. Soon afterward he got his divorce, 
and immediately took the Junoesque type- 
writer up to Now Haven and married hor. 
But Mrs. B. No. 2, as sho shall hereafter be 
designated, was uneasy. Sho was not satis- 
fled that it was all right, and even though her 


marriage certificate was in her pocket was 
reluctant to go to tho handsome fiat that Mr. 
B. had already furnished for her occupancy. 


"Very well," he said, "I will not ask you 


to until you aro thoroughly convinced that it 
is all right. I will tako you to a lawyer, who 
shall, in your name, coiai-^neo an action 
against me to procure an order of court com- 
pelling mo to support you as my legal wife. 
If you get that will you bo content?"' 


Yes, that n ould satisfy her. And she got 


it. Tho evidence of her marriage in Con- 
necticut was all that was needed, but along 
with it went th« evidence of the preceding 
divorce by a Connecticut court of competent 
authority in 'favor of a presumable citizen 
of Connecticut within tho jurisdiction of that 
court. 


And the New York judge in his decision 


took occasion to refer to tho holding of tho 
court of appeals in the caso of Mooro vs. 
liegeman, WJ N. Y., p. 52G (1S83), "Where a 
marriage is valid by tho laws of another 
state, its validity cannot bo questioned in 
New York state. Thus, even if persons who 
caunot legally marry in this stato go to an- 
other state, tho laws of which permit thorn 
to marry, and marry there, such marriage Is 
valid in New York state." Tho foreign di- 
vorco could not, however, affect tho interests 
of Mrs. B. No. 1, a citizen of New York, to 
New York slato. Mrs. B. No. 2 went to tho 
flat. 


No attempt was made to conceal tho situa- 


tion from Mrs. B. No. 1, and when slio heard 
of it sho made something of a row about it, 
as might naturally bo expected from sonio 
women under such extraordinary circum- 
stances. As, however, thero was no diminu- 
tion in BIr. B.'s affection and liberal provision 
for her, sho soon settled down to a philosoph- 
ical acceptance of tho proposition that, if it 
was legally right, it must be right, of course. 


In view of her experience it is not strango 


that Mrs. B. No. 2 took a lively interest in 
tho clioico of her successor at tho typo writing 
machine. Tho safest thing sho could do, as 
it seemed to her, was to bring on her sister 
from Boston to take her place, fine could 
not trust anybody else. Tho sister nas a 
roly-poly sort of girl, plump as a partridge, 
"ith a wealth of golden curls, bright bluo 
ej'es, smiling red lips and the prettiest little 
tajicr fingers imaginable. Any right minded 
man would havo admired her.

sho cried, anil then, ou the plea of ill health, 
went to visit her mother in southern Illinois. 
There sho t<-ok a leaf out of her husband's 
book, got a divorce from him in an Illinois 
court, and when sho returned to New York it 
was as tho wife of a man—ono of Mr. 
B.'s friends, by the way—who had gone 
out there to marry her. Mr. B. failed 
at first to see that what was "sauce for 
the gander was sauce for tho goose," but when 
ho consulted his lawyer about it learned that 
her equal right was based upon tho sure foun- 
dation of tho constitution of tho United 
States, winch in Article 4 provides that "full 
faith and credit shall bo given, in each stato, 
to tho public acts, records nnd judicial pro- 
ceedings of every other state," which was 
npplicably afTirmi'd, in 05 U. S., p. 714, Pen- 
noyer vs. Ku^pp, in tho holding tb".u "a mar- 
riago valid under Iho laws of ono stato is 
valid ia every stato of tho Union and wherever 
tho jurisdiction of tho United States extends," 
Mrs. B. No. 1 lives exclusively with her 
other husband, but her children, if she has 
any, will bo entitled to legally inherit from 
both her husbands.
